Col. Sherwood Dixon, veteran 


'of both world wars and comman- 
der of 'the Third' Infantry, Illinois 
National Guard, speaking at me- 
morial services in Oakwood ceme- 
tery this, morning as part of the 
Memorial day observance 
here, 


came out in support of "some 
form of universal military train- 
ing." 


Tracing the marked change in 


conditons' existing at the time of 
.all previous wars in American his- 
tory, he said: "I shall always urge 
some foim of universal 'military 
training, in peace-time, to enable 
those young men to care for them- 
selves—to give them a fair chance 
for survival. 


"It always seems such a waste- 


ful, unnecessary cruelty which we 
inflict upon, ourselves when we 
take a fine young man from school 
"or work, give him a few weeks of 
hasty' training, and rush" him off 
to the front where he exposes his 
poor, bewildered head 
at 
the 


wrong moment, only to 
have it 


shot off by a better-trained Ger- 
man." 


Text of his speech, feature of 


the traditional memorial services 
here, follows: 


"On. this,"occasion, and in .the 


form of its observance, we follow 
in old tradition. As far back in- 
to my childhood as 'i can remem- 
ber—and memory, can now carry 
me back for nearly, half a cen- 
tury—I, have taken part in Me- 
morial Day exercises here in Oak- 
wood ; cemetery, except for ,-a few 
years when I: w.as not at home. 
.Here tbdax I have seen the faces 
of people whom I have met on 
each of those' occasions,; people 
who never 'fail to participate. 'The 
(ieremonies here renew . our faith 
and strengthen our ties, of friend- 
ship. • 
. ' 


"It is a fine thing for the citi- 


zens of Dixon to unite in this ob- 
servance. It is good to know, too,, 
that the citizens of .'every'commun- 
ityr::^n.V:t|ie; ^and.; are^.gat.he_r|d, at 
this/'mbmerit"to::c6n'dubt 'like' serv- 
ices". It furnishes a' complete'an- 
swer to the 
charge 
sometimes 


tnade by thoughtless persons or 
by 
deliberate 
agitators 
that 


America forgets the men who have 
borne arms for her. 
We know 


that such a charge is baseless and 
untrue. 
; "Our thoughts turn naturally on 
this day to the men, buried here 
and elsewhere,. who in life wore 
honorably the honorable uniform 
of our country's 
armed 
forces. 


Some of them we knew, as friends 
or as relatives. 
Others passed on 


long -before our time, for the his- 
tory of this community and of its 
contributions to our national pro- 
gress is an old and a distinguished 
one. 
i "We have great respect for the 
regular soldier or sailor: 'the man 
who deliberately . forfeits the op- 
portunity to win financial success; 
who chooses instead to make a 
career of service to his country. 
These men become highly trained 
specialists in the profession of 
arms: competent, disciplined and 
reliable. 
They form the skeleton 


upon which we .build our wartime 
army and navy. 
But my own 


strongest affection, and perhaps 
yours, too, will always be for the 
men who provide the flesh which 
makes that skeleton a complete, 
active, living figure, the citizen 
soldier: the farmer, mechanic or 
schoolboy, untrained in military 
affairs, who is called upon at least 
once in almost every generation 
to prepare himself, all too hastily 
'to fight his country's battles. 


"Here in the United States our 


form of government is not the 
most efficient. 
For pure efficien- 


cy—for smoothness in functioning 
but with no touch of humanity 
in it, Nazism or Facism are more 
efficient. There the citizen is the 
slave of the state and wherever 
tried, such forms of government 
have inevitably crumbled and col- 
lapsed. 
In our country the gov- 


ernment is the creature of the citi- 
zen; it exists only by the consent 
of the governed. It is the system 
which guarantees to each individ- 
ual citizen the greatest freedom 
and the greatest dignity. It is ad- 
justable to meet the needs of the 
citizens and they themselves have 
the power to"make the needed ad- 
justments. 
So it survives and 


grows and prospers when other 
forms fail. 


"As a part o! our system of 


government we have a military 
system which is likewise ineffi- 
cient; which time and again has 
proved tragically and terrifically 
•wasteful of life and properr' But 
basically it is the system which 
our people want and. with only a 
little improvement we ourselves 
can make it more conservative of 
men and of money. 


. "The men who wrote our consti- 


tution were fearful of a military 
autocracy and not. perhaps, with- 
out ,-om<! justification in history-

was decreed. A handful of centen- 
arians remain from all those vast 
armies of the sixties. Another year 
or two and the last old soldier will 
have rejoined the youthful ranks 
of those who fell in battle more 
than SO years ago. 


Thus, Mill be broken the last 


human link that joined the Amer- 
ica of today with the great strug- 
gle jvmca did so much to chart 
its course and shape it* history. 
But some of the issues of that 
struggle remain. Questions which 
Americans seemed to have ans- 
wered in 1S65 have arisen again 
to plague the world today. 


The Civil War was a contest be- 


tween sovereignly and interdepen- 
dence, as well as between slavery 
stud freedom. It was fought to de- 
termine whether differences of op- 
inion offered a. valid reason for 
renouncing a, common kinship and 
language, a common hentagre and 
a common destiny. 


Today the Issue or sovereignty 


and interdependence is *till unset- 
tled. Two world wars have been 
fought in 30 years to reaffirm 
what the " American 
Civil War 


proved—that the way to strength 
and prosperity and happiness Is 
through unity and brotherhood. 
Yet the instinct of pride and the 
tradition of nationalism 
remain 


strong. The lesson is not yet learn- 
ed, 


The American dead of two worlS 


wars remind us today of the tra- 
gic futility 
of sacrifice 
in war 


that is not followed by wisdom in 
peace. But the dead of the Ameri- 
can Civil War, in whose honor this 
day was set aside, remind us. too, 
that sacrifice can lead to peace 
and greatness because of that war. 
The issues that divide our country 
are insignificant beside those that 
unite it- 


Let us hope that this example 


remembered today by Americans, 
will not be lost upon the world.

Universal Military

The Atlantic ocean then furnished 
& protective barrier. Transporta- 
tion and communication were slow. 
Men who lived along the seaboard 
were sailors by trade. luen who 
lived inland were pioneers, and 
Indian fighters. They had to be, 
to live. Daily life trained men for 
their parts in war. 


"So our constitution makers de- 


creed a very small regular army 
and navy and put principal reli- 
ance upon citizen soldiers to be 
called to arms when war was de- 
clared. 


"Time, however, has changed 


conditions. Science has produced 
vehicles, 
notably the 
airplane, 


which annihilate time and bpace; 
and weapons of great deadliness 
but of such complexity that a high 
degree of training is required for 
their operation. Daily life no long- 
er trains us for war. 


"Yet our citizen soldiers, as 


ever before, must fight our wars. 
Our young men, fresh from /schools 
and stores and farms are given 
a few weeks hasty training and 
then sent off to fight the highly 
trained soldiers of the totalitarian 
nations. 
We have won, but at 


what a terrible price! We can per- 
haps afford to lose the money, but 
never the human- life. 
I shall 


leave to able thinkers and more 
eloquent speakers the presentation 
of this subject from the standpoint 
of our national needs but I shall 
never be silent when afforded an 
opportunity to speak on behalf 
of these young men as individuals. 
I shall always urge spme form of 
universal military training, in 
peace time, to enable those young 
•men to care for themselves—to 
give them a fair chance for sur- 
vivaL 
It always seems such a 


wasteful, unnecessary c r u e l t y 
which we inflict upon ourselves 
when we take a fine young man 
from school or work, give him a, 
few weeks of hasty training, and 
rush him off to the front where 
he exposes his poor bewildered 
head at the -wrong moment, only 
to have it shot off by a better 
trained German. 


"Yet, somehow we have always 


produced willing- men in time of 
need. Illinois had her citizen sol- 
diers forty years before she at- 
tained statehood. 
Back in the 


days of the Revolutionary War, 
England held a line of outposts 
throughout the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi valleys. In the autumn of 
1778. George Rogers Clark and 
his band of Kentuckians swooped 
down upon Kaskaskia and Caho- 
'Ma and captured the British gar- 
risons. There he raised two com- 
panies of volunteers—the first Bli- 
nois militiamen—and in the dead 
of winter, in the hope of gaining 
the advantage of surprise, they set 
out to capture the nearest British 
outpost at Vincennes, Indiana. It 
•was a normal ten^day march, but 
R. blizzard .followed by a thaw, 
flooded the countryside. For three 
weeks they waded, cold, wet, hun- 
gry and miserable, through the 
floods; not a single man turned 
back. 
Arriving outside the pali- 


sade they dried out their powder 
as best they could and, with only 
ten rounds of serviceable ammuni- 
tion, per man, they assaulted the 
town and captured its British gar- 
rison, 


"Again in 1812 they carried on 


desultory -warfare with 
British 


bands from Canada. Later they 
•were mobilized from time to time 
to fight the Indians, notably in 
1832, when they assembled here 
at Dixon's Ferry for the pursuit, 
and eventual 
defeat, 
of Black- 


hawk's warriors. 


"During the Mexican War in 


1846 some went south 
through 


Texas and Mexico with Zachary 
Taylor. Others, with General Scott 
took part in the campaign from 
Vera Cruz to Mexico City. History 
records that it was a handful of 
these Illinois 
farmer boys who 


scaled the cliff at 
Chapultepec.

"In 1S61 the first company to 


leave Dixon was led by a young 
lawyer, Captain Stevens. He and 
most of his company were killed 
at Shiloh. But others 
followed. 


They fought at Vicksburg, Stones 
River, 
Lookout Mountain and 


Chattanooga and they 
marched 


with Sherman from Atlanta to 
the sea. 


In 1898, under itaior Baldwin 


and Captain Phil McGrath they 
inarched out again,. this time to 
Porto Rico, where Maj. Baldwin 
perished. 


"In 1917 they went to France 


took part in every major engage- 
ment and marched into Germany 
with the Army of Occupation. 


:'In the war just ended, men of 


this city and of this state fought 
on every sea and in every theater. 
No matter to what distant corner 
of the world you might travel to- 
day, 
you would find in it, some- 


where, the grave of some young 
nan from this community who 
ost his life in battle. 


'No longer is warfare exclusive- 


y a male occupation. Increasing- 
y, during recent years, 
women 


have played more important roles 
and have now come to be recog- 
nized as "a vital, integral compon- 
ent of our armed forces. We are 
proud of their distinguished con- 
.ribution to our 
recent victory- 


ir achievements exceed every 


expectation and 
confounded the 


most skeptical critics. 


"It is to honor the memory ot 


all those men and women, now 
departed, that we meet today. We; 
eflect 
with pride 
upon their 


achievements: 
we mourn 
those 


vho died before their time. By 
eremonies such as this their mem- 
ory will ever be kept fresh and 
green. 


"We who wore the uniform must 


emember, too, that we alone did 
lot win the war. There was a time 
ivhen wars were fought by small 
armies, often made up of bands of 
mercenaries and of forced levies. 
But that is no fonger true. A war 
oday is fought 'by nations, not 
by armies. It involves every* per- 
on in the nation. We have good 
reason to be thankful that these 
ast two wars have been fought 
upon foreign soil and 'distant seas. 
We won this war because we had 
a united nation and every citi- 
zen in it 
played his part. The 


armed 
forces" were 
supported, 


ransported, armed, equipped, fed 
and cared for only through the 
work and the voluntary sacrifices 
of the people at home. 


'There is no reward' in life more 


gratifying than the respect and 
approbation ot our neighbors. If, 
in the estimation of those who 
know us best we have reserved 
that respect, it is for us who ser- 
ved in and survived the war to 
rejoice. 


"It is heartening to think that 


the people 
of our 
community 


have gathered here today for a 
public demonstration of that re- 
spect. It is still more gratifying 
to reflect that they will continue 
to do so on Memorial Day of each 
year, so long as this nation sur- 
vives. 


"It makes us 
feel proud, yet 


humble. It strengthens us in the 
determination' to maintain 
that 


good reputation. Let it be our dai- 
ly 
prayer , that 
our 
conduct 


throughout life will be such as to 
merit the continued respect of our 
fellow citizens."

But I know this' cannot be true, 


because practically everyone seems 
to have decided to ignore the month 
old move- of the revived CIO-PAC 
and 
affiliated organizations to 


spend .a colossal sum to defeat 
congressmen, on the labor bill and 
permanently to turn and control 
American public opinion. In short, 
CIO-PAC is proposing to spend a 
colossal sum to defeat congress- 
men as it did when riding high a 
few years back.' At that time it 
succeeded in knocking,.off several 
prominent''legislators in the south 
without letting anyone 
suspect 


what was'lip. 


As I say,- all.I know is what I 


see, feel and hear. I missed this 
yarn and its significance myself. 
But :when strange and familiar 
things; began happening to me, I 
tried to ascertain the source of 
these events and came upon this 
phenomena;

My : clipping service and others 


more extensive, have been able to 
find only .three'clips on CIO-PAC 
in two months. 'Six.or seven-para- 
graphs ' down in the New York 
Times story on the front page 
April 141 find a bare mention. This 
story was- about the well known 
effort •' of CIO to rally support 
against 
the- union: reform and 


other union bills, calling it a damn- 
able conspiracy as one of the mild- 
est terms. But if you read the 
usual stuff at the top closely, you 
will eventually come/upon a quo- 
tation from Philip, Murray, pres- 
ident of CIO. at a rally in New 
York saying1 just this: One dollar 
a month will be raised in volun- 
tary subscriptions from CIO mem- 
bers. The article did not suggest 
even to a wary reader the sum 
total of this, or the almanac" claim 
that CIO has 6,500,000 members. 
It left an impression' with me, at 
any rate,. that this' was - just a 
month or so to fight the .legisla- 
tion. But the same story quotes 
Jack Kroll, headof CIO-PAC, as 
saying CIO-PAC was being reviv- 
ed permanently on a local basis in 
wards, • precincts and neighbor- 
hoods, to take public opinion. Sub- 
sequent inside information confirms 
and expands all this major perm- 
anent unadvertised drive. 


An AP story in the Washington 


Star gave more prominence1 on 
April 14 to the idea with a head- 
line: "CIO Reorganizes PAC for 
Real Job in 1948," (but something 
entirely different because it sug- 
gests activities are mainly direct- 
ed toward next year). The New 
York Herald-Tribune the same day 
headlines its story: "CIO-PAC to 
Work on an Intimate Scale," which 
showed a greater appreciation of 
the significance. One of these two 
stories quoted Murray as suggest- 


ing $3,000,000 or $3,500,000 would 
be raised, which is again different 
from .the N...Y. Times indication of 
$1 per CIO .member.. (I use the 
$6,000,000 figure because it rep- 
resents average CIO opinion of its 
membership in contradistinction to 
the almanac claim of 6,500,000, or 
the lower. Murray figure which 
would 'indicate that at one dollar 
apiece, CIO has only half as many 
men as claimed). 


That is all I can find in the press 


files, concerning this phenomena of 
contradictions and avoidance of 
publicity. 
How this happened I 


do not know. But I can see the 
result, even some results which are 
not generally known, which show 
this is the smartest campaign CIO- 
PAC has'attempted, if not the big- 
gest. 
- 


.' You know, of course, of the gen- 
eral charge that CIO-PAC has 
been dominated in key spots by 
communists' around the country. 
'Some claim it has been purged and 
other labor insisters claim com- 
mies are too deep to be dug out, 
but.are being nullified. You know 
alsci of the popularity now of local 
movements, since the Newburyport 
price plan, the Dunkirk society 
and some others. My own evidence 
is somewhat limited on both sub- 
jects. 
These local movements, 


however, 
have 
no $6,000,00 a 


month, if any money. 
- Now maybe Republican congress- 
men can escape this thing created 
to devour them. Maybe other a%re- 
nues of reaching public opinion can 
also. 
Personally I will continue 


on a, different assumption.
